fron tiersman and a real pun fighter 
of tho early days when tho West was 
really * lid and woolly, I? dead at his 
home here at the ape of 92. 
Vorce was a veteran of tho Civil 
War, havlnp seen service with the 
famous Moseby puerillas. 
He came to Colorado in the middle 
sixties and soon became known far 
and wide for his daring "pun play.” 
Most of Vorce'a life was spent in the 
country near Deer Trail and Byers on 
the prairie east of Denver. 
The first 
few years of his career in Colorado 
were confined to Indian liphtlnp, but 
later he became involved with the 
minions of the law and pave many 
a peace officer sleepless nights. 
In 1887 Vorce was arrested for a 
minor offense and was locked up in 
the Arapahoe County Jail. 
I iring 
of the drab surroundings he kicked 
a hole through the jail wall, helped 
himself to pistols from the sheriff’s 
office, mounted 
a horse and 
rode 
away. The sheriff immediately organ­ 
ized a posse, and in a running battle 
that followed Vorce had two horses 
shot from under him. 
He was final­ 
ly cornered in a prairie dugout. 
For 
hours he stood off his pursuers until 
a stick of dynamite was hurled onto 
the roof of the dugout. 
Vorce then 
emerged, with a gun in each hand 
spitting fire. 
He was overpowered 
and recaptured. 
Several years later Vorce “shot up" 
the town of Evans. Galloping through 
the main street on horseback, he 
smashed with bullets, every one of 
the town’s acetylene street lamps and 
defied the populace, who poured out 
of their homes, with pistols and rifles. 
Later Vorce displayed his dislike 
for immigrant labor when he shot up 
a railroad car housing a score of 
Greek laborers, near Byers. 
Voice’s gunwielding escapades con­ 
tinued intermittently. 
At La Salle he 
forced a prominent Greeley business 
man to dance a jig in the main street, 
to the tune of blazing revolvers. When 
he was pursued by a posse, after 
this outbreak, Vorce was surrounded 
in the "Bad Lands,” in eastern Colo­ 
rado. He took refuge in a sheep-herd- 
er’s dugout, and when the posse lo­ 
cated him he forced the sheep herder 
to put on Vorce’s wearing apparel 
and leave the dugout.

Rumania and Jugo-Slavia, owing to 
strong separatist movements within 
their borders, and the most unsettled 
nations iii the Balkans. 
In Rumania 
more than two-fifths of the population 
is alien, and in Jugo-Slavia more than

These countries, therefore are anxious 
to maintain the Little Entente as a 
safeguard guaranteeing territory they 
acquired in post-war settlements.

would refuse assistance to Rumania, 
which would leave only Poland as a 
possible ally. 
Poland’s internal situa­ 
tion is regarded as such that it is con­ 
sidered unlikely she would be able to 
render substantial assistance to dis­ 
tant Rumania. 
Rumania, therefore, would be with­ 
out effective outside assistance should 
a state of war with Russia arise and 
would be practically surrounded by 
Russia, Hungary and Bulgaria— all 
enemy nations.

London, May 19.—Medical diagnoses 
by wireless may Do possible in the 
future, Senator Marconi, inventor of 
the wireless, believes. 
Recently the 
beating of a man’s 
heart has been broadcasted across the 
Atlantic. 
“This broadcasting of heart-beats 
is a very interesting development that 
seems to me to be capable of yielding 
valuable results,” said 
Senator Mar- 
/oni. 
“I have always noticed that wrhen 
doctors examine the heart they have 
to strain hard to hear the slight sound. 
I do not see why it should not be pos­ 
sible now* to devise a method whereby 
the doctor could have the sound of the 
heart-beat amplified for him, just as it 
is with the human voice. 
“Amplification does not interfere at 
all with the character of the sound’, 
and Hie American experiment of broad 
casting heart beats across 
Atlan­ 
tic suggests impressive possibilities in 
the consulting room. 
“But other things are opened up. Is 
it too much to suggest that at no dis­ 
tant day a doctor will be able to diag­ 
nose by wireless? The necessity for 
that may arise very naturally. A man 
in London, let us say, may require 
very urgently the services of a parti­ 
cular doctor who at that moment is 
hundreds or perhaps thousands 
of 
miles away. 
To get the doctor to the 
bedside 
would 
involve 
delay 
that 
might be fatal. 
I 
“Who can say but that in the future 
some means will be perfected to per­ 
mit the doctor, in certain circum­ 
stances to study his patient and diag­ 
nose his complaint by wireless? Now 
that it is demonstrably practicable to 
send the sound of heart-beats through 
the ether so clearly, one cannot re­ 
gard such developments as mere imag­ 
ination. 
In other w*ays, too this amplification 
by wireless means of the slightest, 
sounds may open up quite a new field

A little extract from the story of Hannibal Hamlin and I n ­ 
ward D. Baker, a Democrat from the East and a Republican from 
the West, who met in the Senate of the United States in an ever 
memorable day follows: 
Hannibal Hamlin was born a Democrat, and lived a Democrat 
until 1856, whenhe saw the light. May 28, 1856, six days after the 
attack on Sumpter Hamlin wrote Senator Fessenden: ‘‘We are hay- 
ingr rare times here, such as I have never seen. It is my candid 
opinion that some will be shot down before the session closes. All 
I have to say is, let it come, lf we do notstand manfully and fear­ 
lessly to the work before us, we ought to be slaves." 
On the 12th day of June, 1856, six days after the Democratic 
national convention in Cincinnati, Senator Hamlin made his me­ 
morable speech in which he said1 "I love my party but I love my 
country more than I do my party.” 
In that memorable session of Congress preceding the attack 
on Sumpter and the War of the Rebellion, the young Demosthenes 
from Oregon, Edward I). Baker, made his memorable reply to 
Benjamin of Louisiana. Southern senators and representatives 
were beginning to leave their seats. In 60 days President Lincoln 
was to be inaugurated and in 60 days more the South was to be 
in open revolt and the country in actual war. Slidell and Benjamin, 
of Louisiana were to withdraw from the senate on Feb. 5. Mr. 
Baker had been a member of the Senate only 60 days. Mr. Ham­ 
lin had been in the Senate more than saven years. Both were 
fighting now for the same cause—the cause of the Republican 
party. Mr. Baker’s reply to Benjamin was likened unto Webster’s 
historic reply to Haynes many years before! in fact, the senator 
from Oregon adopted the closing passage of that immortal speech. 
“When my eyes shall be turned to behold for the last time the 
sun in heaven may I not see him shining on the broken and dis­ 
honored fragments of a once glorious Union; on states dissevered, 
discordant, belligerent; on a land rent with civil feuds or drenched 
it may be, in fraternal blood! Let their last feeble and lingering 
glance rather behold the gorgeous ensign of the republic, now 
known and honored throughout the earth, till full high advanced, 
its arms and trophies streaming jly their original luster, not a 
single star obscured, bearing for its motto no such miserable in­ 
terrogatory as ‘What is all this worth? ’nor those other words of 
delusion and folly, ‘Liberty, first and Union afterwards;’ but 
everywhere, spread all over in characters of living light, blazing 
on all its ample folds they float over the sea and over the land,, 
and in every wind under the whole heavens that other sentiment, 
dear to every true American heart, ‘Liberty and Union, now and 
forever, one and inseparable.”

WOMAN DIVES FOR 
OLD TREASURE SHIP 


London, May 19.—M argaret Naylor, 
first woman deep-sea diver, is renew­ 


ing attem pts at Toberm ory, off the 


west coast of Scotland, to salvage the 


Spanish treasure ship "Adm iral of 


Florence,” sunk there in November 
1588. 
Reputed to have 30,000,000 golden 
"pieces of eight” aboard, the sunken 
galleon has hitehrto defied every at­ 
tem pt at salvage. 
In 1913, however. 
Colonel Foss succeeded in recovering 
from her pew ter dishes, coins, cannon 
balls and other relics. 
But he m et 
with an accident and has trained Miss 
Naylor to take over his work. 
"It ought to be a fairly sim ple Job 
now," says Colonel Foss. 
"M iss Nay­ 
lor has discovered th at the vessel’s 
poop lies under three feet of clay, and 
this can be cleared away in a couple 
of days. 
It will then rem ain to get 
into the Ship by sluicing the mud and 
sand out of her. 
W hen this has been 
done a better idea can be formed as 
to the best m eans of raising the ship 
to the surface.” 
The first attem pt to recover the lost 
treasure was made by Archibald Mil­ 
lar, who descended in a prim itive div­ 
ing bell in the seventeeth century. 
He secured an iron box, with docu 
m ents relating to the treasure, two 
huge anchors and a crown and diadem. 
The crown and diadem he lost as he 
rose to the surface. 
Various other 
attem pts at subsequent tim es have 
gained various 
articles of beautiful 
workm anship, but the treasure has so 
far rem ained intact.
